experience in state and national 
polities, and from an humble po 
sition in boyhood ho has attained 
most . Uattcring recognition from 
his countrymen. Be vr'tk 'mm 
June 10th, 1641, in Nicholas coun- 
ty Ky., aud after a short career as 
a teacher he located in Winchester, 
Ky., in January, 1865, and «oon 
thereafter was made county attor- 
ney and later county judge. 

In 1880 he was appointed a 
member of prison commission by 
Gov. Luke P. Blackburn, and visit* 
ed all the prisons of the country; 
wrote the report of the commission 
which was highly complimented 
by those engaged in prison reform. 
All prison legislation in Kentucky 
has since been on the lines of this 
report. He was appointed railroad 
commissioner in 1882, and served 
nearly two years when he resigned, 
although he had two more years 
of service before liim in an ofliee 
worth $2,000 per year, with UUU 
to do. He began the agitation of 
the school question in Kentucky 
twenty-five years ago; organized 
meetings and conventions; urged 
the passage of the new school law 
of 1883—4; was elected to the 
constitutional convention in 1800, 
and took a leading part in framing 
the new constitution of Kentucky ; 
was elected to the legislature in 
1888 without Republican opposi- 
tion ; was nominated by the Demo- 
crat* in 1804 to fill out the unex- 
pired term of M. C. Lisle in con- 
gress ; was elected over his Repub- 
lican opponent bw 1,261 majority; 
served on the committee of elec- 
tions; offered the first resolutions 
in congress expressing sympathy 
with the Armenians, a poor moun- 
tain people oppressed and perse- 
cuted by the Turks because they 
believe in the Christian religion;

The addition of a qcart 
at water for ev ery tw o gal Ions of cream, 
after the granulea of butter begin to 

appear and before the churning is com- 
pleted, will help to bring about a speedy 
and lull separation of the buttermilk. 
V, hen the buttermilk has ben. n moved 
the granular butter ahould be washed 
with cold water. In summer the tem- 
perature of the water should be about 
65 degrees and In winter about 00 de 
grces. For the washing the churn 
Should be revolved a half fuster than 
for the churning. Care should he 
taken to prevent the granular buttci 
from settling on any sediment of curdy 
*ubst«nce which may be left on the 
sides or bottom of the churn after the 
butter-washing water has been with- 
drawn. 

A streaky condition of the butter 
sometimes results from an imperfect 
mixture of the suit with the butter. 
Keworklng after the salt is dissolved 
will correct that. Fine-grained salt 
only should be used. The presence of 
salt should be perceptible to the taste, 
but not to the aensa of touch. — N. Y. 
World.

Near Cheyenne Wells is a long stretch 
of level prairie, which suddenly termi- 
nates in a precipice, making a perpen- 
dicular descent of perhaps SO feet to 
another olain betavft In the winter of 
1S58 a grout bliy./.nrd raged for several 
days. The snow w as driven .n i terrific 
rate befoi .- a hurricaoc pi wind, and the 

buffaloes wew obliged, iu self-preserva- 
tion, to turn their backs and run with 
the wind. The result was that vaist 
numbers of the bu Haloes were carried 
over tho precipice and their dead bodies 
were covered with 80 or 30 feet of snow. 
For many years people visited the spot 
to look at the hones, which lay in piles 
10 and 35 feet high as far as the eye 
could reach along the precipice, and h 
was Commonly estimated that 100,000 
buffaloes found a grave ou that futul 
spot.
